Tuesd'tif's Proceedings Concluded. 

Washington, Jan. 20. 

Sen-tit — Mr. Davis, in r.-ply to questions from 
Mr. Toombs, mM that the first section of the mili- 
tary increase bill would sdd 30 companies or UM 
men. If the secetiJ section was adopted, c>f course 
the nmnl er of the men will depend up n the man- 
ner in which the army is posted. If posted as now, 
w ith the 30 OWBfNMtiM to I* added to the tirst sec- 
tion, the total increase will be nea,h 7000 privates. 

Mr. Toombs would strike out the^irst sectLn, as 
the increase of the army would be large enough as 
provided i-i the second section, and that would be 
a more appropriate mode. While he should vote 
agaicst the bill, he deemed it his duty U make it. as 
good as he could before the final vote. According 
to the present constitution of the. armv it was capa^ 
ble of oeing enL.rg^d to nearlv 18,0<>0 men, and 
with the pro;»>sed increase would reach nearlv •_»">,- 
OOC. This number was altogether too !art;e! He 
presu-i.L-d the occasion for the increase BjfcM for was 
the aatkip te l .Mormon war, though it was not vtt ■ 
a fact. Congress, w hich a lore could nuke w ar, had 
not yet declared war against Utah, and, unless the 
country had undergone a silent revolution, the Pres- 
ident could not make war; but if there should be 
war, it must be exceedingly brief and but tempora- 
ry. If these troops wer<; to be raised for Utah, he 
should move an amendment that tliey should go out 
of service as soon as the war was over. This policv 
was pursued in the case of the enlistment of troop's 
for the Me.\ic..:i war. The force of Bffahun Young 
was insigniiicant. The same story had been told 
three or four times of the necessitv of more troops 
light the Indians on the frontier, and as scon as ad- 
ditional regiments were granted we had peace. The 
regiments, however, were tot to l»e got rid at and 
were perm inently l istened on the country. 

Mr. Djvis agreed to show the necessity of the 
i***Mi of tie bih. The army would amoui.t to 
11. '.iot> men. If these companies lie added, he pre- 
ferred the plan of Calhoun to that of the present 
Secretary, viz.: to have a skeleton in time of peace 
capable of sudden expulsion in tims of war. ThU 
inoit economical increase was not asked bv the Sec- 
retary on the ground of the Mormon W. It was. 
however, notcrio is that iu some factions of the 
country it was difficult to enforce the laws of the 
land. He regtetted as much as any one that it 
should ever become necessary to call in troops to 
aid in the execution of the laws, but whenever re- 
liellion exiots p is the duty of the President to put 
it down, and Congress -ho'uld furnish him the means 
to enable hi, n to perform that duty. It would be 
very fortunate for the country if there should be no 
neces.-ity for the employment of troops after the., 
were raised. 

Mr. Hunter favored the plan of the committee 
rather than that of the Secretary of War, but thought 
it ought to be accompanied with the proviso, that, 
when the present d:tlicuhi»s are settled, tb<i extra 
force shall disbanded, l.'nless that were done, it 
would bs manifest tfc*t an iucrease wis de-ired in 
the standing army. To that he was unwilling to 
agree. The subject was tjrn— ii in 185t>, and four 
new regiments were at that time added to the exist- 
ing army. It was supposed that that would lie able 
and necessary to puatd and protect the country in 
time of peace. He h id seen nothing since to show a 
necesrity tor increa e, unless i. lie the Mormon war. 
He suarge-ted that in granting lands on the ftotttier, 
the donation shoul i be accompanied bv the condition 
thar the Government shall command the services of 
the frontier men in cases of emergency. 

Mr. Hale remarked that during the* last jear the 
Govt HNMOt expended about .fl'J, 000,000 for milita- 
ry purjKises in time of profound peace. During the 
most expensive year of the last war with Great Bri- 
tain, the military expenses of the Government never 
reached so high as £21,000,000. When he tirst took 
a seat in Congress some fourteen or fifteen years 
ago, the army cost £1,000 a man a year. This bill 
proposed to raise 7,000 additional men, which would 
saddle upon the Government a permanent annual in- 
crease of expenditure of about £12,000,000, and the 
idea that the army would ever go back and grow 
smaller, as long as we have ever got money or credit 
to sustain it, was t«>o absurd to lie advanced by any 
sensible man. There were no backward tracks when 
our Government began to spend money. There 
might l»e a war, no matter how expensive, and then 
when it was succeeded by peace the expenses would 
go riirht on steady, ar.d iucreasing. In his opinion, 
the President wanted this additional force to carry 
out perfect freedom and popular sovereignty in Kan- 
sas. It had been said that Congress had not de- 
clared war again>t the Mormons, but it was a part 
of the past histor3' of the country that war was once 
declared to exist by act of Mexico, and it might also 
lie declared to exist now by act of Brigham Youug. 
He should vute for the amendment proposed. He 
wanted to cut the bill down to a skeleton, and then 
he would vote against the skeleton itself. [Laugh- 
ter. | 

Messrs. Fessenden and Foster opposed the bill on 
the ground mainly that there was no necessity 
shown for its passage* 

Mr. Seward was of opinion that the Utah troubles 
were more serious than was generally imagined, but 
while be was disposed to afford all necessary relief 
to our tr- ops now in the mountains, he was opposed 
to any more military forces being U3ed in Kansas to 
enforce upon a majority laws passed by a minority; 
nor did he want to see them used again in the en- 
forcement of the fugitive slave law. lie gave notice 
that he should at the proper time propose an amend- 
ment to the effect that the officers and men raised 
under this new law shall be occupied only in the bu- 
siness of maintaining the constitution and laws in 
Utah, and when order shall be established there 
then they shall be disbanded. If the amendment be 
adopted he shall probably be able to support the bill. 

Mr. Davis directed Seward's attention to the fact 
that inasmuch as a part of this increase was to be 
made to present companies, it would be impossible 
to adopt such an amendment as that without break- 
ing up the whole organization of the army. He 
contended that It was necessary to use military force 
to secure the enforcement of the laws in Kansas. 

Mr. Fessenden contended that the President had 
no authority to make use of the army or militia for 
the purpose of enforcing the laws of a territory. 

Mr. Davis briefly replied, when, without taking 
the question, the Senate adjourned. 

Bouse — The House passed a bill for the payment 
of invalid and other pensions. 

The bill for appropriating £790,000 for deficiency 
in printing accounts during the last two Congresses 
was taken up. 

Mr. Phelps, in explanation, said that the fault 
was in ordering works to be printed before they 
were communicated to Congress, and meutioned the 
first volume of the Japan Exepdttion, which cost 
the modest sum of £99,000, and the second volume 
of the Pacific Survey over £70,000. 

Mr. Clark B. Cochrane referred to the fact that 
at the election in Kansas on the 4th of January over 
10,000 votes were cast against the Lecomptou Con- 
stitution, rejecting it by 4 to 1 ; that the Free State 
candidates elected he had no doubt would be 
counted out. He was just as certain that to make 
up by fraud what was wanting in number, was the 
object of the Lecompton or Calhoun movement. 
The question was whether Congress were prepared 
to forceja loathed and abhorred constitution on a 
people, not only without their consent, but against 
their recorded will. That constitution was a swindle 
reeking with fraud and branded with popular con- 
demnation, and was recommended to the approval 



of Congress by the President, not on the u-round of 
justice, but on the plea of expediency. That con- 
stitution was a fugitive from justice, and suie^l-d 
here under the cover of the Federal arm's, with tb- 
oder of d.;a'h upon it. The constitu'i 
by more than ten thousand freemen, instead of tbern 
l>reathing into it the breath of lifr. It ,-hoa'd be 
carried oack for interment. It was designedly made 
odious to ke»p away from the po'ls those who mm 
not in tie plot, relying on th- i r.eciirive tnd • i- 
fol.'ower- to see it through.

ness of a week. The Marshal w as iu his ninety- 
second year. 

Prussia — Account* from Prussia affirm that, in 
consequence of the continued ill hetilth of the King, 
the delegated powers of the Prince of Prussia, 
which were originally conferred for three months 
and are now on the point of expiring, will be re- 
newed for a further period of nine months. It is 
added that the new commission will gira the King's 
brother greater freedom of action than he has hith- 
erto exercised.

"the Prophet" had ca.Ld them homo. 

From the time they entered on the Stnta Clara 
river (aliout eighty miles from the first Mormon 
settlement) they met n urne ..us bat ds of the I iu*e 
Indians, who were well armed, pretty comfortably 
attired, and apparently on very good terms with the 
Mormons. 

There is no question that the Mormons in all the 
settlements are fully polled on the war question, and 
the Indians seem quite as much interested as f 
are. They have rublied 
their locks, and are particul trly i 
of powder and lead. 

In the settlements south of Great Salt Lake City 
the Mormons were united, aud very busy threshing 
their grain, w hich they hid in great abundance from 
the laH harvest. 

On the Gth of P»eceml»er, the day after arriving 
in this city, our informant attended at the preaching; 
in the Tal.err.ac!e, and beard several of the leading 
meu. Allusion w«s made by all the speakers b> 
their peculiar po itioa in being liesei^d by the 
troops on the Easr, but the gist of all was, particu- 
larly, the necessity of the people being united and 
exercising faith. From the preaching, and from 
conversations with several persons, it was easy to 
perceive that thev all had -real confidence in ulti- 
mate success. There were strong exhortations to 
trust in the Lord, but at the same lime there was ao 
lack of eff .rt to keep the powder d r y. Ni thing ol" 
importance hail occurred wry recently, so far aa the 
Mormons were coccerntd; but the couriers were 
daily entering the city with reports from the '• East- 
ern expedition," which SIMM considerable excite- 
ment every dar. They have regul >r postal com- 
munications between the camp and the citv, so thai 
the abseut lords were continually chteriug their 
families with news.

h the Hou-e to-day the bill umending chapter 30 
of the Revised Statutes, and also a bill amending 
section 1), chapter "Jl of the Revised Statutes, passed 
almost without opposition.

A bill' oassed the House to-day creating a Crimi- 
nal and Equity Court in the Fourth Judicial district.

The Select Committee appointed to ascertain and report 
tti amount of buidneas in the bands of the Standing Com- 
mittee*, would ren* ctfuUy report. 

That there are bitfore the Standing Committees, readr to 
be reported to the House, one huddred and fifteen bills of 
a n r. nil nature, and one hundred and eighty-live of a lo- 
cal or private nature. 

This report does not include leaves which have not be^n 
aetea upon, or have been rejected, of which your commit- 
tee bave ascertained that there are a large u timber. 

This number of bilU to be considered within the period 
•f the present se«eion will allow an average of eight min- 
ute- to each bill. If it be animated that three minutes 
opon au average will be sufficient for the consideration of 
the local and private bill.-, there will be left seventeen min- 
u:- r for the coiiKideration of each general bill. This report 
k ba.«ed upon the hypotheaU that no new subject will be in- 
troduced- but as this is improbable, the committee are of 
•pinion that the whole business cannot be acted uponiinle* 
the loca' and Kjiedal bi'ls are confine! to an average of two 
minutes, and geaeral bills to an average of tan minutes. 

3«ar, under this state of affairs, the question of 
when the LegisUture will adjourn can only lie de- 
termined by the solution of the problem, "Will the 
Democratic meml»ers transact the business for which 
they were sent here?" and what a Democratic Legis- 
lature will do "no man knoweth."
